OHIO SPLITS HER VOTE

Cincinnati, Nov. 4.— W ith probably

Indianapolis, Nov. 4.—J. Melendez of 
this city, formerly of Porto Rico, de­ 
liberately put canceled stamps on let­ 
ters he mailed in this city that he 
might be arrested by the federal au- 
TlTorities and 
a story he told, through an intarpreter. 
On the envelopes that were malled 
there was 
written a “return card” 
about as large as the address, bearing 
the name of Melendez and his address 
in this city. 
The stamps were plainly 
canceled. 
One of the stamps had been 
placed in the center of the envelope as 
though to attract greater attention, 
and one one of the envelopes bearing 
a canceled stamp, in the cpopsite cor­ 
ner, was affixed a foreign canceled 
stamp. 
Melendez was notified to ap­ 
pear before Postoffice Inspector W. T. 
Fletcher, and lost no time in appear­ 
ing. 
As he could speak practically no 
English, Lieutenant A. W. Pressey, in 
charge of the naval recruiting office, 
was called upon to interpret the Span­ 
ish of Melendez into English. 
It was 
brought out that Melendez formerly 
had been connected with the postoffice 
at Humaeao, Porto Rico, but had conn' 
to this country about ten months ago 
with about $200. 
He lived a short 
time in Valparaiso, Ind., hi 
then went 
to the harvest fields 
North Dakota. 
From there he went to 
Chicago, he said, with $45 and tried 
to find work, but was unsuccessful, 
and (‘ame to this city recently prac­ 
tically “broke.” 
He said he had been 
unable to find any work, and not know­ 
ing what to do, had deliberately placed 
the canceled stamps on the letters and 
malled them in order to be arrested. 
He said that, tile letters were not ad­ 
d re sse d to anyone he knew, and con­ 
tained only blank paper. 
He was 
about twenty-one, apparently, and said 
he had been at one time a printer. 
He was not arrested. 
His story im­ 
pressed the officials to whom he told 
it.

H o w W e d d in g P r e s e n t * A r e O n ce In 
a W i l l lo P a s s e d A r o u n d . 
A bulletin Issued recently by the Fed­ 
eral government says th at the people of 
the United States spent $8,705,802 for 
wedding presents during the month of 
June. 
The cost of trousseaus reached 
$22,765,021, and more than $12,000,000 
was sg)ent upon bridal bouquets, wed­ 
ding breakfasts and hack hire. To the 
945,675 clergymen who officiated at the 
643,890 weddings of 
the 
month the 
bridegrooms paid $497,1565.80, 
or 
an 
average of $1.48% a head. 
Upon wed­ 
ding journeys, music, rice, liquors, sou­ 
venir postcards, tips and the hire of 
portable porte cocheres a further sum 
of $4,567,320 was expend (Ml, making ap­ 
proxim ately $50,000,000 in all. 
The fact th at the cost of wedding 
presents worked out to no more than 
$18.06 a wedding may surprise 
the 
reader, but several interesting footnotes 
explain it in a satisfactory manner. 
It 
it pointed out, for instance, that only 
fig per cent of the wedding presents dis­ 
played by the average bride were ac­ 
tually bought for the occasion by their 
real or ostensible donors. 
Fully OO per 
«ent of all presents, says the report, are 
m ade to do service a great many times. 
At the start, let us say, an 
opulent 
Young bachelor Is asked to be best man 
at a wedding, and, w ith hysterical gen 
troslty, rushes out and buys the bride 
a $70 clock. 
Well, six m onths later, 
when this bride’s third cousin is m ar 
ried, the same clock serves as a wed­ 
ding present again, and later on, when 
the third cousi* herself Is bidden to 
some other girl’s nuptials, it changes 
hands a third time. 
Thus the same 
clock may continue on its rounds for 
years, until its gilding w ears off and 
its spring breaks. 
Often, indeed, it Is 
received by the same bride twice—that 
is to say, at her first m arriage and at 
her second. 
But such accidents are apt 
to sunder friendships and 
cause 
ill 
feeling. 
The report proceeds to point out that, 
while most brides 
display 
enormous 
and costly collections of clocks, w ater 
pitchers, 
hand-painted pictures, soup 
ladles, oyster forks and other objects 
of vertu to their friends, it is often 
true th a t mnny of these things are not 
actual presents. 
There has arisen, in­ 
deed, a tendency to artificially inflate 
■uch exhibitions by borrow bing articles 
from relatives and intim ates, and even 
by hiring them from dealers. 
Thus the 
bride who displays 60 clocks may have 
received, in point of fact, but 30. 
The 
rest m ay go back, the day after tho 
wedding, to the dealer. 
Often his rep­ 
resentative may be observed standing 
in a corner of the exhibition chamber, 
disguised as a w aiter or a detective.— 
B altim ore Sun.

W hile searching in the old 
trunk 
which had been the property of 
his 
grandfather, Captain Sterling M. E a r­ 
ner, Dr. Sterling B. Tuyior found a let­ 
ter w ritten by Andrew Jackson in 1828, 
tile year before he 
was inaugurated 
President. 
Dr. Taylor regards the let­ 
ter as of peculiar value, because it is 
w ritten entirely in the handw riting of 
“Old Hickory and contains a’ double 
autograph, the signature being a post­ 
script. 
Dr. Taylor also found a lost deed to 
a tra c t of land in Illinois worth about 
$300, and a letter w ritten by his m oth­ 
er when she was IO to her mother. Dr. 
T aylor’s mother died when he was an 
infant. 
Ile values the Jackon letter 
above the deed to the land, and the let­ 
ter w ritten by his m other above that 
w ritten by Andrew Jackson. 
The trunk which contained tho three 
docum ents had remained undisturbed 
in an attic iii the form er home of Dr. 
T aylor at Russellville, Ky., for many 
yea rs. 
C aptain Earner, Dr. T aylor’s grand­ 
father, was a great adm irer of the first 
D em ocratic President, and a steamboat 
which he owned was nam ed for Jack­ 
on. 
The letter was dated at H erm i­ 
tage, Tenn., where Jackson lived after 
his election and previous to going tc 
the W hite House. 
In the letter President Jackson states 
th at he is sending by his groom, Dun­ 
woody, a colt for Samuel McCutchin, 
“th a t you 
have 
promised 
to 
take 
charge of and deliver to him .” He adds 
th a t be Intended to send w ith the colt 
a “waggon” load of forage, but th at 
owing to the “inclemency of the day” 
he could not. 
He says th a t McCutchin 
will pay the expense of 
feeding 
the 
horse during transit. 
The letter closes 
with 
the 
words, 
“W ishing you a pleaant and prosper­ 
ous voyage through life, I am, very 
respectfully, your most obedient Ser­ 
vant.”

The day is not, as is commonly sup­ 
posed, the tim e required by the earth 
to m ake one turn on its axis, but the 
interval between two successive pas­ 
sages of the sun across the m eridian— 
th at is to say, the time which elapses 
after the sun is seen exactly south in 
its diurnal course through the heavens 
before it is again seen in th a t position. 
Now, in consequence of the earth’s 
revolution in its orbit or path round 
the sun, the sun has the appearance 
of moving very slowly in the heavens 
In a direction from east to west. 
At 
noon to-morrow the sun will be a short 
distance to the east of tile point in the 
heavens at which it is seen at noon 
to-day, so th at when the earth has 
made one complete turn It will still 
have to turn four minutes longer—be­ 
fore the sun can again be seen exactly 
south.
